ATTORNEY MADE THREATS 


De Lancey's Former C/erfc Continues Tes- 


timony and Sticks to Statements

FLOOD STICKS TO STORY. 


Dwelling upon Flood's testimony to the 


effect that De Lancey had admitted to 
him that he had secured oil the money 
In the George Hlte Cook estate and had 
said: "Oh, that will be all right." when 
asked why he did not account for it at 
the time he made the December deposit 
with the county treasurer, the defense 
endeavored to get witness to say that the 
reply he attributed to the accused at- 
torney was only his best recollection of 
what he really did say, but Flood would 
not do this.

Chinese Murder Seff/emenfs. 


One of those periodical tong wars which break 


out in the Chinese colonies, particularly in San 
Francisco, is now on in the latter city. One man 
has fallen a victim to the deadly shots of two 
tong gunners and the relatives of the dead man 
are reputed to have hired professional assassins 
to avenge his death by slaying some member of 
the tong to which the murderers belonged. 


As has been the case in almost all other tong 


wars, a slave woman is at the bottom of the feud 
now being waged. One of these human chattels 
was either stolen by or voluntarily eloped with a 
member of a rival tong, and the latter refusing to 
make restitution by returning the woman or pay- 
ing a sum of money in settlement, war was de- 
clared with the result named. Now, the police 
forces of every city in the State is on keen edge 
lest more blood will be shed, for there is no telling 
where the blow in retaliation will be struck. 


While this is the present status of the latest 


tong war, a suit for the recovery of counsel fees 
for defending a gunman charged with murder in 
a previous tong war is pending before Superior 
Judge Sturtevant of San Francisco and the "ways

the action of the Chinese Six Companies blocking 
the course of justice by monetary settlements, 
followed by either the suppression or concealment 
of evidence, the failure to prosecute, or the sub- 
ornation of perjury. 
The Six Companies try all 


such disputes between the tongs before a secret 
tribunal of their own, fix the amount of blood 
money and. when that is paid, protect the mur- 
derer and either muzzle or spirit away the witness- 
es, in open defiance of the law of the land, the 
processes of the criminal courts and the demands 
of justice. The evidence adduced in the suit to re- 
cover counsel fees from the Ping Kong- tong is, 
however, we believe, the first instance on record 
for the methods of the imperium in imperio of the 
Chinese Six Companies to be openly exposed in 
court by one of the parties to the compounding 
of the felony. The incident ought to enable the 
authorities to bring the presidents of the Six 
Companies and the heads of the rival tongs before 
the bar of justice to have the severest penalties 
that the law provides imposed upon them for their 
participation in the crime of murder as accesso- 
ries after the fact.

PUSHES TRIAL WHEN NOT READY. 


'In answer to this telegram I received 


a dispatch from tlie General Land Office 
that the reports must be submitted at 
once and that an agent would be sept to 
Seattle to take charge of the investiga- 
tion. 
I urged by letter and telegram to 


the Commissioner postponement for fleM 
examination. 
On July 7 I was Informed 


hy letter from the Land Office that the 
Cunningham cns^a would go to trial at 
once and that the evidence would be sub- 
mitted to Commissioner Dennett without 
having the Alaska Land Office pass on \ 
the claims first. I believe that no prece- 
dent can be found In the entire history 
of the Land Office for such action. 


On the 16th I received a telegram 


from the Land Office saying Mr. Sheri- 
dan would report to assist me In the trial.

aration of the case, led me, without con- 
sulting my superiors, to appeal to the 
Department of Agriculture to intervene. 
This it did. and requested an adjournment 
until a field examination could be made. 


"On July 17, 1909, Mry Sheridan super- 
seded me in charge of the Alaska land 
cases, and within four davs after reach- 
Ing Seattle reported 
concurring In my 


recommendations and suggesting- that the 
cases be postponed to allow the field ex- 
amination to be made.

Commissioner Df-nnett frequently com- 
municated with Secretary BnlHnger on 
the subject of the postponement. 
In one 


of his letters to tho chi»»f of field service 
at this time. Commissioner ^Dennett said: 


'Sheridan has gone 
over 
the rases 


thoroughly, and thinks that the vldence 


,-hich it is hoped to gain from Kennedy's 
. islt to Alaska will be very material, and 
therefore ft is the best to postpone until 
>ctoher 15. I have concurred, antlclpat- 
rtK your acquiescence by the character of 
your telegram to me. 
The Forestry can 


be blamed for the action in the matter. 


Sheridan has taken charge of the Cun- 


ningham case, and impresses me very 
favorably. 
I think 
he 
can handle 
it 
against any rival they may bring against 
him. The Vest of the Alaska cases are in 
u bad mess. 
Clavis Is very much en 


thused on the proposition of cancelling 
them all and getting the lands back In 
cold storage, and this IB just what will 
happen unless Congress helps out.' 


LAND OFFICE TELUS TRUTH. 


"In another letter to the chief of the 


field service. Mr. Dennett wrote:

" 'Advise telp^ra^hlnp Schwartz, au- 
thorizing him to d?Iay Issuing notices'in 
Important cases subject our talk here 
until Pherldan can examine evidence col- 
lected.' 
"On July 23 Mr. BalHnger telegraphed

COAL LANDS IN DANGER.* 
"It was at this time that I laid the 


fncts In my possession regarding the Cun- 
ningham cases before the President. The 
President has chosen to treat my report 
as a charge of criminality.

such charge, nor do I make It now.

President's letter is a defense of Mr 
Ballinger and Mr. Dennett from charges 
not made in my report to him.

The mul- 
tiplication of pipes, wires, tracks and other fixtures in the streets 
means an increased financial outlay upon which interest and divi- 
dends must be earned. One company can supply a .given service at 
almost one-fifth of the expense for distribution that five companies 
must charge. 
Competition also means inconvenience and injury 


to the public." 
<| "Monopoly" is a word that has made the way of the honest util- 
ity company very hard. The trouble comes from the thoughtless 
conclusion that because monopoly is bad in the ordinary line of 
manufacturing, merchandising and the purveying of foodstuffs, it 
is bad in municipal utilities. Nothing could be further from the 
truth.

•he testified that he opened the package 
of advance sheets, read a few lines and 
Immediately telephoned to Postofflce In- 
spector CKConnell.

ly proved, although Gautereaux had no 
Idea of denylne its creation.

His Limbs 


SAN LEANDRO, Nov. 9.—Otis Johnson, 


accountant for the Fisher lAimber Com- 
pany of Oakland, whose back was broken 
when he was struck by a Stearns car In 
the Portola automobile races October 23 
at Hayward, la recovering at the county 
infirmary. 
The case is .declared by hie 


attendants . to be remarkable, inasmuch 
as injury to the spinal cord has been 
mmlnent since the day 
Johnson was 


struck by the machine. 


Careful study of the Injury shows that 


one of the vertebrae In the lumbar region 
of the back was fractured. Unconscious 
when flrst injured. Johnson "was taken to 
the Infirmary and given attendance. He 
recovered his senses and is now able to 
converse with his mother and brother, 
who visit him dally. 


FRACTURED BONE HEALING. 


The chief danger to him still Is a pos- 


sible Injury of the spinal cord. The fac- 
tured botie is healing and until It is firmly 
knitted Johnson must keep one position 
in his bed.

Western Power Co. Kicks Up 


Rumpus Over Fifth Avenue 


Pole Raising 


There was much' talk but no action 


taken last night at a meeting of the com- 
mittee of the whole of the city counci" 
In reference to the Western Power Com- 
pany running Its lines down Fifth av- 
enue. 
Councilman Cobbledlck was the 


mover in having the officials of the com- 
pany cited to appear before the counoll- 
men for an alleged violation of an agree- 
ment with the city council. Senator Guy, 
C. Earl, chief counsel for the company, 
stated that he resented the imputation 
that there was any bad faith on the part 
of tha officials and hurled the insinua- 
tions back Into tho teeth of thosa who 
mado it. 
* ,; 
According to Cxnincllman CobbleolCK, 
the company originally planned to - go 
down Thirteenth avenue. Tills route was 
later found to be Impracticable and Fifth 
avenue was chosen. 
This owasloned . a 
vigorous protest to b-> made by the resi- 
dents on the street. They stated they did 
not wish a forest of poles erected on tn» 
thoroughfare and requested Councilman 
Cobbledlck to champion their cause. 
In the meantime the matter was re- 
ferred to the Board of Putllo Wbrks for 
adjudication. 
Mayor Mott inspected t.ie 
proposed route, 
according to 
Senator 
Earl and was satisfied that it was the 
only route by which tho power company 
could reach its terminal on the water 
front from its Fcurth avenue station. 
Senator Earl and also General Manager 
Sinclair of the company stated that U was 
on the permission of the Board of Works 
that thoy proceeded In erecting the poles. 
"This question seems to be much mis- 
understood,"1 said (Senator Earl. 
"We 
have been accused of acting In bad falt.i. 
1 resent that and hurl the Imputation 
back In the faca of those who made. It. 
Wo originally planned to go down Thir- 
teenth avenue, but found that Impossible. 
We then changed lo Fifth avenue, after 
receiving the sanction of the Board or 
Public Works, to which board this matter 
was referred. Mayor Mott inspected Lie 
route and stated that It was the only ono 
•we could talte. 
RESENTS IMPUTATION. 
"The residents ok.ng tho street are 
laboring under the misapprehension that 
there will be morn poles on the street 
than ever. 
This Is not true. The Pa- 
cific Gas and Electric Company and :he 
Western Power Company will both use 
the same poles. The new poles that ore 
being placed In the ctreet are taller t.mn 
tho old ones. Tho old ones will be re- 
moved. As a. matter of fact, there will be 
a fewer number of poles when the wires 
are finally strung." 
Councilman Stiefvater suggested that 
a sure remedy for the pole evil would be 
to put all of the wires under ground. 
General Manager Sinclair stated the com- 
pany would do that If all other companies 
using electricity in the same district were 
compelled to do the same thing. 
City Electrician Bnbcock pointed out 
that bog-inning in the year 1913. that all 
corporations 
usin^ wires over ground 
would bo compelled to put at least two 
miles annually underground. 
This, he 
said, would fmnlly solve the question of 
underground wlrc.&. 
There being nothing before the commit- 
tee, a motion to refer the matter to the 
Boai-fl of Works, which meets Wednesday, 
was carried.
